W hat a b less­ 
ing it wou ld b e if the sou l never had 
occasion to b ecom e asham ed of the 
tool tha t God gave it to u se! 
W e speak som etim es of nr^'in having 
sou ls. 
T his is m isleading; m en “have 
b odies,” b u t are sou ls. 
H ence when 
the sou l is lost the m an is lost. 
A lit­ 
tle b oy once tried to tell his papa 
w hat the preacher’s text was. 
This 
particu lar papa had som e very faint 
recollections of 
B ib le 
phraseology; 
and w hen his litle precociou s answ er­ 
ed prom ptly tha t the preacher’s text 
read, “I keep ray sou l on top,” som e­ 
thin g 
“Dim as retu rn s of old-tim e song, 
T hat flicker ab ou t the m ind,” 
Game to him . 
H e dem anded 
that 
“m other” find tha t text. 
T he m other 
knew little ab ou t cards, eu chre, high- 
five or flinch, b u t she did know the 
preacher’s texts, and, strange to say, 
she never felt shru nken or dw arfed 
b ecau se of her woefu l ignorance of— 
“L et it b e rem em b ered,” says H an­ 
nah M ore, “tha t b oth in reading and 
conversing the u nderstanding*^ gains 
m ore 
b y stretchin g 
than stooping. 
T he m ind b y applying itself to ob jects 
b elow its level con tracts and shrinks 
itself to the size of the ob jects ab ou t 
w hich it is conversant.”

extrem ely affectionate — they 
w ere never separated .

stom ach and w hisky w ere as lovers. 
H e had also m anaged to sa tu ra te him ­ 
self and keep his b reath 
w ell 
per­ 
fu m ed w ith tob acco. 
B u t the b oy’s 
arrow stu ck. 
All these years, said 
he, I have b een keeping m y “b ody on 
top.” 
How little m y sou l m u st b e, 
u n d er this saw-log of a b ody!

Lemp. president of the Lemp Brew ­ 
ing com pany, com m itted su icide to­ 
day a t his residence, 
3322 
Sou th 
T hirteenth street, b y shooting him ­ 
self in the right tem ple with a revol­ 
ver. 
He died an hou r a lte r firing 
the fatal shot. 
Growing depression 
over the death of his favorite son, 
F rederick l^ m p , three years ago, and 
the loss of F rederick Pab st. of Mil­ 
w au kee, a lifelong friend, is b elieved 
to have b een the cau se. 
Mr. Lem p, who was 68 years old 
and a native of G erm any, had lived 
in St. I-^u is forty-eight years. 
He 
stood high in b u siness and social c ir­ 
cles here and w’as a m illionaire. 
Mr. Lem p w as alone in his room 
w hen the" shot w as fired. 
H e had 
com plained of not feeling w^ell and 
had not arisen as early as the other 
m em b ers of the fam ily. 
B reakfast 
had b een served and the sons had 
gone to their du ties at the oflace. Mrs. 
Lem p had gone down tow'o. A shot 
w as heard fi*om the direction of Mr. 
Lem p’s room. 
The servants w^ho hu r­ 
ried to the 
apartm en t 
fou nd 
Mr 
Lem p lying u pon the floor, a revol­ 
ver in his right hand and a b u llet 
in one of his tem ples. 
One of the servan ts ran to the 
b rew’cry office, near b y. and su m m on­ 
ed the tw o sons, Bdw'ard and W illiam . 
As soon as they reached the hou se 
they sent servants in different direc­ 
tions for physicians. 
Several phy­ 
sicians, who w’ere soon a t the hou se, 
fou nd tha t life was not extinct, b u t 
saw there w as no hope of saving Mr. 
Lem p’s life. 
H e w as still b reathing 
w hen M rs. Lem p retu rned home. 
He 
died a few m inu tes la te r w ithou t rec­ 
ognizing anyone. 
• Mr. Lem p lost in terest in life three 
years ago w’hen his son. Frederick 
Lemp, died. 
H e was the b rew er’s fa­ 
vorite son, the su perintendent of the 
b rew ery and the chief reliance of his 
father. 
H e died of he a rt disease and 
the b low to the father w as so severe 
tha t he never recovered. 
A t first he 
seem ed to resist the im pu lse to w ith­ 
draw from active life, b u t a fte r a 
tim e he yielded to it and w as seldom 
seen a t his office. 
W ithou t having any disease which 
cou ld b e diagnosed, he b ecam e feeb le 
and 
gradu ally 
b ecam e despondenL 
W hen F rederick P ab st, the M ilwau ­ 
kee b rew er, died Jan u ary 
1, 
Mr. 
Lem p w as affected alm ost as m u ch 
as he had b een b y the death of his 
son. 
H e attended the fu neral and 
u pon his re tu rn w^as m ore despond­ 
e n t than ever. 
A fter the d eath of 
Mr. Lem p, none except relatives and 
very close friends of the fam ily w ere 
adm itted to the residence. 
B esides 
tw o sons and a widow, one dau ghter, 
who m arried a son of C aptain P ab st, 
su rvive Mr. Lem p.
